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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


Members of the Langdon School Board: 


I submit, herewith, my fourth report as superintendent 
of your schools. 

The following data comprise a study of Langdon school 
attendance and of per pupil costs to the town since 1920. 
The cost figures do not take into consideration the money 
paid directly by the state aid nor do they include money 
paid to other towns for High School pupils. They are the 
actual expense to the people of their town schools. I be- 
lieve they will prove interesting to you, as showing the 
improvement and continually increasing efficiency of your 
schools.

*The appropriation of the year 1920-1921 was so low 
that a deficit occurred requiring an extra appropriation in 
1923-1924. 

The per pupil costs of the Langdon schools to the 
people of Langdon has not increased since 1920. The 
lowest rates are those of the past two years. Since the 
heavy figure of 1923-1924 is partly deficit acquired during 
the preceeding years, we should average these four years.

This average is $36.27. A like process in the other four 
years gives the figure $35.20. In other words, the actual 
per pupil cost has dropped $1.07 since 1920. 

Another falacy disproven here but often asserted is that 
the numberof pupils in our little schools is growing smaller. 
For Langdon, this is not true. The largest schools in these 
years have been those of the past two years. 

Sometimes it is remarked that the attendance will be 
poor where the school year is long and vacations and 
holidays are infrequent. The above table disproves this. 
The lowest rates of attendance are in the years of fewest 
number of days. A year of 338 sessions gives a percentage 
of 89 while a year of 358 sessions yields the highest rating of 
all, 94.7. Pupils are quick to feel a stern call to duty and 
to react to a calendar that demands a definite amount of 
work and real hours of labor. We have added two weeks 
actual schooling and the children will acquire that much 
more of their rightful heritage. 

The condition of the school houses and property is a 
cause of pride to the town, Iam sure. The buildings are 
kept in good repair by the school officials and are trim and 
neat in the hands of the janitors and teachers. The re- 
cently installed chemical toilets make the village building 
modern and healthful. 

The new course in American History, under the skillful 
direction of the teacher, is a source of satisfaction to us and 
of interest to the children. History presented in this way 
is not a dead subject, detached from the pupils’ lives and 
livelihoods. It becomes a part of their work and of their _ 
play. A new field in Education is just now opening up 
in the co-operative courses in practical Arts established by 
some of the states. It is a’ method of instruction whereby 
boys and girls in the small schools will be enabled to study 
such work as auto-mechanics, surveying, carpentry and 
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allied subjects in their own schools, under their own teachers, 
and with the supervision, by outline and correspondence, 
of the leading teachers in these subjects. It seems to me 
that the people of Langdon, through their school board, 
would do well to look into these courses and, as soon as they 
shall have been proven practical, establish them as a def- 
inite part of their school program in the seventh and eighth 
grades. 

I wish again to express my appreciation of the co- 
operation of the school board and townspeople in the most 
important of all businesses—the training of young people 
for citizenship in their country, their state and their town.
